Josh Garrels’ The Light Came 
Down Christmas Tour to the 
WOW Hall with special guests 
The Sing Team. 

Portland, Oregon-based folk 
artist Josh Garrels crafts songs 
exploring themes of compassion, 
hope, longing and liberation. The 
founder of independent label Small 
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Voice Records, Garrels has 
released seven albums, including 
his 2015 release Home and the 
critically acclaimed, fan-financed 
z2orr release Love & War & the 
Sea In Between. 

Garrels has spent more than a 
decade crafting music that cuts 
clean through. Resting in the space 
between accessibility and honesty, 
Garrels’ songs wrestle with and 
celebrate the mystery of faith with

rap group Living Legends. 


authenticity and heart while culti- 
vating a genre-blending mix of 
folk and hip-hop. 

“Many of the songs in Garrels’ 
catalogue evoke natural, visceral 
imagery, both from the Midwest 
where he was raised and attended 
college, and now from his home in 
Portland, Oregon. From the start 
of his career, Garrels has chosen to 
self-record, mix, produce and dis- 
tribute records without industry 


management or label representa- 
tion, beginning with the lo-fi bed- 
room recordings Stonetree (2002), 
Underquiet (2003) and Over 
Oceans (2006). 

The making of Love & War & 
the Sea In Between was completely 
funded through the support of lis- 
teners and offered as a free down- 
load for one year, garnering 
125,000 downloads in the first year 
after its release. Named the #1 
Album of zorr by Christianity 
Today, the magazine described the 
recording as, “prophetic, incisive, 
achingly human, and longingly 
spiritual.” 

Love & War @& the Sea In 
Between was influenced by the 
landscape of the Pacific Northwest, 
which Garrels calls, “mysterious 
and ominous.” A stark contrast to 
the four seasons he experienced 
during his youth, Garrels 
says, “The evergreens, mist, rain, 
rocky coast, and stretches of unin- 
habited woods feel wild and 
untamed. I think the terrain also 
influences the area’s culture and 
spirituality. Living here has deeply 
affected me and my work.” 

Garrels has composed musical 
scores for several television shows 
and films. In zorr, he filmed the 


full-length, fan-financed 60-minute 


musical documentary The Sea In 
Between on Mayne Island, B.C. 
Partnering with a number of 
not-for-profit organizations, 
Garrels has worked to raise aware- 
ness for HOPE International, a 
microfinance initiative working in 
developing countries; Invisible 
Children, confronting the LRA in 
Northern Uganda; and Light Gives 
Heat, 
through encouraging economic 


empowering Africans 
sustainability and creative endeav- 
ors. 

On his 2016 holiday album, 
The Light Came Down Garrels 
utilizes a wide sonic expanse for

Alfred Darlington, better 
known as Daedelus, is an influen- 
tial Los Angeles producer and 
cornerstone of the electronic and 
beat music scenes both locally 
and internationally. Over the last 
15 years, he has released a num- 
ber of full-lengths, EPs 
on labels like 


and 
remixes Ninja 
Tune, Anticon, and Brainfeeder, 
including the collaborative 2015 
release Kneebody Kneedelus. 
Last October Daedelus 
released his latest full-length, 
Labyrinths, on his own label, 
Magical Properties, marking the 
first time Daedelus has released 
an LP on his imprint. The album 
features guest appearances from

Seven Davis Jr, Võx, 


Yaghmai, Zeroh, longtime col- 
laborator Busdriver, and wife 
Laura Darlington. Guest musi- 
cians include Teebs, Goodnight 
Cody, and the Voidz drummer 
Alex Carapetis. 

Twisting, complex, and rhi- 
zomatic - Daedelus unfurls a 
maze of genre on Labyrinths, 
juxtaposing disparate influences 
while maintaining an underlying 
love and appreciation for all 
styles. The record serves as a 
response and critique of the cur- 
rent state of EDM, in which 
Daedelus attempts to answer his 
own questions with style rather 
than cynicism using the labyrinth 
metaphor. 

With the LP coming out on his 
own label, Daedelus now wields 
the power to wind through the 
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maze on his terms, sharing music 
and further

Properties platform. 
Like his mythological namesake, 
Daedelus is a creator of sonic 
labyrinths combining sounds 
from an eclectic palette into an 
innovative genre all his own. 
Daedelus has performed over a 
thousand shows for audiences on 
five continents. Each live show is 
unique, employing Monome con- 
trollers and open-source software 
that allows for on-the-fly impro- 
visation. The backdrop onstage 
is Daedelus’ collaborative inven- 
tion Archimedes, a robotic array 
of moving mirrors that reacts to 


and reflects the performance.

Chris Alfaro is Free the 
Robots. The genre-defying artist 
pulls together heavy doses of tra- 
ditional jazz, psych, electronic 
and hip-hop, with progressive 
melodies and devastating drums 
into a rich pot of sound. Based 
out of Santa Ana, CA, Free The 
Robots started as a side project 
by Alfaro in 2003 while also play- 
ing with different bands, produc- 
ing MCs and DJing. With the 
use of samples, controllers and

other live instruments, Alfaro cre- 
ates a balance between the sounds 
of the past, present and future. 
His open-ended imagination and 
tendency to break free from any 
boundaries keeps a steady flow of 
ideas running through his head, 
constantly moving him forward; 
away from robotic monotony, 
ultimately freeing the robots.

In defying the laws of tradi- 
tion, Los Angeles based music 
producer Mono/Poly has man-

On Sunday, December 3, elec- 
tronic artist Slow Magic will be 
taking the stage at WOW Hall. 
Hidden behind a colorful animal 
mask, Slow Magic conceals his 
identity in an effort to draw more 
focus to the music rather than the 
man making the music. Nobody 
knows who Slow Magic really is 
behind the mask, but that doesn’t 
stop fans from enjoying the dreamy 
electronic rhythms that emanate 
from his albums. 

Slow Magic’s new album Float 
was just released on October 6th. 
Float is Slow Magic’s third official 
studio album and follows the 2014 
release How To Run Away. Along 
with “Float”, Slow Magic shared a 
new single, “Light”, which features 
Tropics. Slow Magic also released 
the single “Mind” featuring Kate 
Boy. 

About his “Light”, 
Slow Magic says, “‘Light’ is one 


single, 


of my favorites from the upcom- 
ing album. It started with a harp 
sample I was playing on my key- 
board. I really enjoyed the way 
it played and ended up just mess- 
ing around with it for hours. I 
wanted the song to convey the 
tension between a really calm and 
expected moment, suddenly fol- 
lowed by something intense. Light 
has always been an inspiration of 


mine. It can determine and define 
our surroundings in a way nothing 
else really can — it even dictates our 
mood and emotions. When Chris 
from Tropics sent me the lyrics it 
worked perfectly. He captured in 
a love song everything I wanted to 
say musically.” 

Slow Magic worked on the 
album Float on a trip to Iceland, 
where he says, “The sun never re- 
ally went away. It was eternal.” 
The surreal setting of Iceland was 
an inspiration for Slow Magic, and 
caused him to have a bit of a para- 
digm shift. He explains, “I wanted 
to approach this album in ways I 
never had before.” 

When explaining his last al- 
bum, How To Run Away, Slow 
Magic says, “[the album] was 
about my life at that time, really 
just moving at all times, running 
away from any reality and prob- 
lems. I wanted to capture that 
feeling of freedom of youth when 
nothing really seems to matter in 
the long term. A lot of the songs 
were about specific places in the 
world I was able to experience for 
the very first time.” 

In comparison, on the album 
Float, “I wanted to go back to 
the beginning of Slow Magic. I 


wanted to capture the raw sounds 
and feelings and freedom of my 
first albums Triangle and How To 


Run Away while expanding and 
evolving into something complete- 
ly new. Most of the songs started 
very stripped down, just with pia- 
no and organic instruments. I let 
the songs write themselves without 
forcing them to go anywhere they 
didn’t naturally go.” 

Float is in some ways a turn- 
ing point for Slow Magic. He 
explains, “I’m planning a lot of 
new things that I haven’t done be- 
fore. There will be a completely 
revamped live show with a ton of 
new music. I’m hoping people that 
have been to my show and people 
that never have will all feel like 
they are experiencing something 
they never have imagined.” 

On December 3rd, Slow Magic 
will be providing not only a great 
show, but an incredible experience. 
He is making an effort to provide 
his audience with an all-immersive 


show that will leave you feeling

sense of the aesthetic capacity Slow 
Magic has. This show is going to 
be a treat visually and musically. 
Slow Magic isn’t just a treat for the 
ears, but the eyes, as well.

from Portland, Oregon, weaves the Christmas narrative through a bevy 
of medieval songs and sounds, giving the story a new light, and breath- 
ing fresh air into what qualifies as ‘Christmas Music’. 

“Josh Garrels is no longer Christian music’s best kept secret. As of 
the writing of this review, this album is number four on the overall 
iTunes album chart, showing that Garrels is making headway in the 
music world without the help of a record company or industry appara- 
tus of any kind. And The Light Came Down is a deserving album of 
this wide audience, and one of the most creative, epic and beautiful 
Christmas albums you will hear in many years.” 

Worshipmusician.com notes: “If there’s one word to describe Josh 
Garrels albums, ‘meaningful’ would have to be it... On this outing, his 
most explicitly Christian, Garrels eschews ‘chestnuts roasting’ style 
holiday sentiment. In its place, we get gorgeous renditions of well- 
known carols (‘Silent Night’), selections from the gospel repertoire 
(‘The Virgin Mary Had One Son’) and modern hymnody (the eschato- 
logical ʻO Day of Peace’), ambient instrumentals, an obscure British 
feasting song (‘The Boar’s Head’), and several Garrels originals, all 
performed in his difficult-to-pigeonhole baroque/folk/soul style and

“The music started bursting 
out of me ten years ago in a sud- 
den, visceral, mental health crisis, 
during which I slipped into a 
trance-like state and melodies 
began coming through,” recalls 
Osprey,

In 2015, Osprey began sharing 
their music “a cappella” in and 
around Eugene. Rich Glauber, a 
local guitar player, was intrigued 
and offered to help. It seemed an 
unlikely pair: a queer 30-year-old 
songwriter and a music man in his 
60’s; but through their collabora- 
tion, the essence of each song 
came alive. A year and 15-20 
tunes later, they were ready to 
expand. In Fall 2016 they invited 
a handful of musicians together to 
jam in Rich’s living room, and 
Osprey Flies The Nest was born. 

Osprey is joined by Azalea 
Bradley (keyboards), Matt 
Kaplowitz (drums), Brianna 
and Garrett 
Davis (bass), all of whom contrib-

ute to the creative process. 

“This new artist takes on some 
of our thorniest topics: consent 
and communication in relation- 
ships, body concept and self-love, 
psychiatric drugging, and others; 
writes intelligent and penetrating 
lyrics pointing to solutions, and 
then makes those lyrics absolutely 
rock.” says WOW Hall member 
Joseph Newton. 

Wildflowers, a bluegrass group 
that formed in 2013, performs 
throughout Lane County. The 
band plays music ranging from 
traditional bluegrass and country/ 
western to the songs of The 
Grateful Dead. 

Machiko Shirai, Bob James 
and John Jackson founded the 
Wildflowers. 

Machiko (guitar and vocals) 
was an avid bluegrass fan in 
Japan before she came to the US 
to study linguistics at the UO. 
She met Bob at an introductory 
Chinese class, but it wasn’t until 
ten years later that they decided to 


get together to play music. 

Bob (mandolin and vocals) is a 
rock-n-roll drummer and mando- 
lin player who was encouraged by 
Machiko to try bluegrass music. 
So inspired, Bob has now com- 
posed some of his own bluegrass 
songs; at least one will be includ- 
ed in the Wildflowers playlist. 

John (bass guitar and vocals) is 
a professional heavy metal player 
from Idaho. He and Bob are old 
friends, so when John moved to 
Eugene Bob urged him to join 
Wildflowers. 

Tom Hafvold on banjo is the 
latest addition to the act. 

Kurt Catlin has been a power- 
house go-to guitarist and bassist 
since graduating high school in 
Eugene. His focus is primarily 
Americana based genres including 
rock, jazz, blues and folk, but also 
classical guitar and world beat. 
His first major band Sun Runner 
recorded an album and toured 
around the NW headlining and 
opening shows for The Renegade 
Saints, Jambay, Colobo and The 
Strangers among others. 

Kurt went on to obtain a BA 
in Music at the University of 
Oregon School of Music in Guitar 
and Bass, where he focused on 
jazz and vocals. He fronted the 
blues-funk band What Yo Mama 
Warned You About, and played 
bass in The Olem Alves Band and 
Gas Pedal. He also produced and 
coordinated the 31st and 32nd 
Willamette Valley Folk Festivals. 

After graduation Kurt moved to 
NYC and played and recorded in 
several rock and jazz bands includ- 
ing the progressive rock band Rare, 
The Everyone Orchestra, Von Lmo 
(at the legendary CBGB), and with 
R&B jazz singer Rae Ragland. 
While in New York, he taught 
guitar, bass and vocals in Brooklyn 
for three years. 

After NYC, Kurt’s interests in 
eastern medicine and martial arts 
took him to Seoul, South Korea 
where he formed his own funk 
rock band Somah Dat, and was in 
both an Allman Brother’s Band

tribute and a David Bowie tribute 
band. 

Kurt teaches guitar, is an 
instructor at Music’s Edge Rock 
Camp at the WOW Hall, does 
solo acoustic performances, was 
the guitarist for the hard rock 
band SITFU, and is currently the 
lead guitarist/vocals for Haywire 
(country/rock). 

Kurt is currently working on a 
solo album, a bluegrass mass, 
rotates in with I-Chele and the 
Circle of Light, and lso singer 
Pheobe Bloom. His songs run the 
gamut from deep introspection to 
universal themes to humorous 
rumpuses. His singing is powerful 
and passionate. 

Speaking to you in first person 
again, I am back at the Country 
Fair, only it’s long past Osprey’s 
set, long past the end of the 
Midnight Show, and this 65-year- 
old man is still determined to stay 
up all night. I’m cruising the 
eight and, passing the Hilltop 
Bakery, I spotted a Masked Man 
with a cello holed up in a corner. 
He played a few strings and then 
played it back on a loop thing, 
then started to play a melody 
along with it. It was beautiful! I 
sat and watched as he did it again 
and again. “This must be some- 
one from a big city orchestra 
somewhere just here for the Fair,” 
I thought to myself. 

The next day, when trading 
stories about ‘what was the great- 
est thing you saw last night’, I 
talked about the cello player and 
wondered who he was. Surprise! 
Surprise! I was informed that he 
is Community Villager Ben 
Hamilton, who plays in the local 
bluegrass band Dirty Dandelions. 

Ben has graciously agreed to 
open our party with his loop 
magic. Enjoy.

The Community Center for 
the Performing Arts was incorpo- 
rated to save the Woodmen of 
the World Hall from demolition 
and keep it available to the com- 
munity. On December 10, 1975, 
the WOWATHON began with 
live entertainment 24 hours a day 
for five days in order to raise a 
down payment. Today, the Hall 
remains community-owned and 
democratically operated. The 
organization enjoys a broad base 
of community support, as demon- 
strated by the members list pub- 
lished in this issue. 

Each year around this time the 
Membership Party serves to 
thank the supporters of the 
CCPA, a nonprofit (5orc3) arts 
organization. Admission to the 
Membership Party is free for 
members (members note: If your 
mailing label reads “This is your 
party ticket” your membership is 
current; you don’t need the label 
to get in but it makes it faster). 
Memberships are available at the 
door for $15 to $35 or more 
(members are encouraged to bring 
guests at a cost of $12 for adults, 
$6 for ages 6-11; five and under 
free).
